WAS 
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AMBULANCE is a vehicle designed to transpor! 
or injured people. Most ambulances are built 
specially designed automobile vans or trucks. Phe 
painted with crosses and other special markings. 
they have sirens and flashing lights to warn c 
and pedestrians of their approach. Airplanes and 
copters also may serve as ambulances. Airplane 
travel long distances quickly, and helicopters can 1 
places that have no roads or landing strips 

The first ambulances were horse-drawn wagons 


carried sick or wounded soldiers in wartime. The 5 
iards used such vehicles during the siege of M 
in 1487. In 1869, Bellevue Hospital in New York 
began to operate the first civilian ambulances. D: 
World War II (1939-1945), armies used helicopter 
the first time to transport wounded soldiers from re 
battlefields. 

Until the 1970's, ambulances merely carried pat 
to a hospital. The vehicles were too small to à 
any treatment of patients, and they carried 
medical equipment. Most ambulance workers rece 
only basic first-aid training and could not handle se: 
emergencies. 

During the 1970's, many larger, better equip 
ambulances came into use. l'hey have room for ! 


ment of patients and carry equipment for many c! 
gencies. Such equipment includes bandages, 9xj 
masks, resuscitators (breathing machines), splints, 
medications. Many ambulances are staffed by hi 
led paramedics, who can give vat 


trained workers c 
kinds of emergency treatment. 

Large numbers of ambulances carry a two-way rà 
which enables a worker to consult with a hospital p! 
cian. The worker reports such information as a patie
